Enactment of this bill likely will not result in direct, measurable costs for local governments.

Local Governments (UCA 36-12-13(2)(c))

Enactment of this bill could increase income tax for certain individuals currently eligible for the credits 

due to increased gas mileage standards.  The aggregate impact for these individuals is $548,900.  

Enactment of this bill could also decrease tax paid by certain individuals converting their vehicles to 

natural gas.  The aggregate impact is estimated at $1,250,000. Individuals currently receiving credits 

under the exemption would continue to benefit in the aggregate amount of $1,600,000.
